in a new book by Dr. Jam es 
B. Conant, former president of 
Harvard and a nationally recog­ 
nized authority on education. 
The book, “ Shaping Educa­ 
tional Policy,” deals with the 
standards 
the 
various 
states 
have adopted toward education 
above the secondary school lev­ 
el. It will be issued by its pub­ 
lishers, McGraw-Hill , Monday. 
Dr. Conant claim s that the in­ 
dividual states must create to­ 
gether a nationwide educational 
policy which fits the needs of 
“ the new and awesom eage in 
which we live.” 
The present policy, he says 
‘endangers 
a nation’s 
indus­ 
trial capacity and may endang­ 
er even its military security. 
He devotes l l pages to a study 
of Pennsylvania’s attitude 
to­ 
ward higher education and to 
recent changes which have been 
made here. 
That policy, he says, was one 
of “confusion and chaos” until 
the recently created State Board 
of Education was created, in 
1963. Changes that board may 
have made have been too recent 
for him to evaluate, he says. 
Even under the board, 
Dr. 
Conant says, the various col­ 
leges and universities in Penn­ 
sylvania present a crazy-quilt 
pattern of varying and unde­ 
fined policies. 
Financial Support 
Financial support, 
he 
says, 
com es form the state legislature 
on a 
“ negotiated basis,” 
de­ 
pending upon the political in­ 
fluence of each college. Each 
institution is largely left alone 
to set its own policy and ne­ 
gotiate for its funds independ 
ently. 
“Under such a system ,” the 


book states, “the legislature’s 
task becomes simply to assess 
politicial influence; there are no 
professional judgments to rely 
upon or widely agreed upon and 
well recognized general polic­ 
ies to follow.” 
Dr. Conant quotes a “high- 
ranked state educational o ffi­ 
cial” as saying, “ We have no 
educational system in Pennsyl­ 
vania; our policy is everyone 
for him self.” 
Bargaining Agent 


Each state senator, Dr. Con 
ant says, becomes the “bar­ 
gaining agent” for the state col­ 
lege situated in his district. 
There are 130 institutions in 
Pennsylvania 
offering 
higher 
education, Dr. Conant says. Fif­ 
teen of them, Penn State Uni 
versity and the 14 state col 
leges, are state-supported. In 
addition, 
he 
states, 
Pennsyl 
vania is unique in that it also 
gives grants of state money to 
private institutions, principally 
to Temple University and the 
Universities 
of 
Pennsylvania 
and Pittsburgh. 
Despite this, he says, Penn­ 
sylvania contributes only $7.63 
per capita for higher education. 
In contrast, 
California spends 
$42.72, Indiana $28.17 and Wis­ 
consin $20.86.

Concord Park, according to 
the association, is still unique 
by today’s standards because of 
its interracial objective coupled 
with private planning and fund­ 
ing.
